You will find the Siberian and Snuria Iris ideal 
for cut flowers, for they are easy to get to the flower 
show in perfect condition, and long lasting as bou- 
quets. Below are a few we grow for this purpose, 
also other perennials ideally suited for cutting. 


SIBERIAN IRIS
